DETROIT, Mien., December 29.— A drunken 
murder was committed at I o’clock this morn- 
ing at the Caledonia House, acheap lodging- 
house and saloon of unsavory character, near 
the Michigan Central Depot. its proprietor, 
John Ferguson, was shot dead by his wife,as 
she alleges, and probably truthfully, while 
in fear of ber life. Ferguson had been drink- 


ing bard all day and had been very 
quarrelsome and abusive. Late in 


the evening, after Loth had returned froma 
visit to another low place, where both drank 
more liquor. Ferguson fell to abusing his wife 
again, calling her opprobrious names and 
threatening to kill her with a knife, which he 
flourisbed in a reckless manner. She then 
ran up stairs, obtained a loaded revolver, and 
when he attempted to come up stairs she 
fired at him three times, the last shot reach- 
ing his heart and killing him almost instantly. 
Deceased was a hard case, served one 
term in the State prison in Pennsyivania 
for robbery, and when released, in 1878, came 
to Detioit, where his wife soon joined bim 
and began living with him. They were mar- 
ried a few weeks ago. Ferguson has a moth- 
er, two sisters andl a brother living at Hazel- 
ton, Pa., and anotber brother at Wilkesbarre. 
His wfe’s matden name was Margaret 
Hier. and sbe has a mother, three brothers 
and three sisters at MeKeesport, Pa. 
She is 24 years of age. ‘foe dead man has 
one wife living at Kiizabeth, Pa., with three 
or four cbiidren, and another at Denver. Col. 
His present wife is devotediv attached to him 
and their relations were eomfortable exeept 
whenlisnor made both «quarrelsome. The 
tragedy is the natural result of the reckless, 
dissolute life led by both.

FRENCH military papers report with 
much satisfaction on the successful exe— 
cution of several long and quick marches 
lately undertaken by a regiment of mount- 
ed chasseurs in garrison at Tours.

He said 
the newspaper accounts were calculated to 
give the puvlic a wrong impression of his 
dealings with Tiemeyer. Hays explained 
that when he took charge ofthe oftice Tie- 
meyer had charge of one of the deliverv win- 
dows and was the subjectofs great deal of 
complaint by parties who chimed that 
he neglectea 10 deliver their 
mail matter. Aficr being reprimanded once 
ard making no improvement, the J'ostmaster 
felt obliged to remove him. Vrevious to this 
his salary had been reduced along with a 
number of other employes of the office. 
When removed Mr. Hays bad offered him 
a position as  jetter-carrier, which 
was deciined.
